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BOB DEVANEY : 
Big 8 Coach of the Year, 1962 and 1963 


BOB DEVANEY 


Head Football Coach 
University of Nebraska 


Robert S,. Devaney has combined hard work, a ready Irish wit, a 
dynamic approach to football and homespun charm to become one of 
the outstanding coaches in the United States, 

After a sensational 9-2 season at Nebraska in 1962—his first year— 
no one figured he had a chance to improve on that performance. But 
the 49-year-old Devaney and his fine staff fooled almost everyone but 
themselves and the Cornhusker players to gain Top 10 ranking (5th by 
UPI, 6th by AP). = : : 

Nebraska wound up and blitzed nine of 10 opponents in 1963, leading 
the nation in rushing offense, ranking high in rushing defense and 
scoring, won the school’s first Big 8 football title (and the first confer- 
ence title since NU copped the Big 6 in 1940) and earned an Orange 
Bowl berth against Auburn. On New Year’s Day the Cornhuskers led 
by All Big 8 quarterback Dennis Claridge, whipped the Tigers, 13-7 
to wind up 10-1. . : 

Devaney’s two-year record at Nebraska is amazing—19 victories in 
22 games and two of the 1962 losses were avenged in 1963 as the 
Huskers whipped Missouri and Oklahoma. During those two seasons, 
Devaney has gained numerous honors. He twice has earned national 
Coach of the Week honors from the United Press International; he has 
been named Big 8 Coach of the Year both seasons; he has ranked No, 
3 in national Coach of the Year polls both seasons; he was named 
Midlands Coach of the Year in 1962; he was head coach of the Blue 
team in the 1962 Blue-Gray game and led that club to victory; he was 
on the West staff for the American Coaches Association All America 
Bowl game in Buffalo, N. Y., in 1963 and helped that team to vic- 
tory; he was head coach of the West team last June, which lost a 
thrilling 18-15 contest to the East, coached by former Nebraska coach 
Pete Elliott, now at Illinois. Under his guidance Nebraska has pro- 
duced one All American (guard Bob Brown in 1963) and six All Big 
8 players. . 

Devaney ranks near the top among the nation’s coaches since be- 
coming a head coach in 1957. His teams have a record of 54 wins, 13 
losses and five ties for a .781 percentage. At Wyoming—first head job 
—Devaney’s record was 35-10-5, 

Moving to Nebraska from Wyoming—after serving as a top-drawer 
assistant to both Biggie Munn and Duffy Daugherty prior to getting 
his first head coaching opportunity—Devaney guided the Huskers to 
an 8-2 regular season record in 1962, He capped this by skippering NU 
to a rousing 36-34 victory over Miami in the Gotham Bowl to give the 
Huskers their best football record since 1905. : 

Bob joined the Michigan State staff after 14 years of highly-succegs- 
ful high school coaching. In the seven years prior to joining Munn on 
the Spartan staff, Devaney’s prep teams at Alpena, Mich., posted a 
52-9 record, 

A native of Saginaw, Mich., the Cornhusker coach graduated from 
Alma (Mich.) College in 1939 with a B.S. in Social Sciences, At Alma

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1964 NEBRASKA FOOTBALL PREVIEW 


Last year everyone wanted to know what Bob Devaney could do for 
an encore after debuting with a 9-2 mark in 1962. Bob showed 
‘em by winning the Big 8 championship with a 7-0 record, winding up 
9-1 in the regular season and beating Auburn in the Orange Bowl for 
a 10-1 total! 

“No more curtain calls, please,” is Devaney’s plea for 1964. 

He's got a point, at that—his Cornhuskers figure to be the only Big 
team NOT to be improved this fall, 

“T understand there has keen some concern around the state the past 
two years that our football team has been putting too much emphasis 
on just winning and not enough on scholarship and character-building,” 
Devaney says. “Well, maybe we did stress winning too much lately—so 
we'll definitely concentrate on character-building in 1964.” 

On the serious side, Bob Devaney—the Big 8’s Coach of the Year 
during his two outings to date—his staff and the Cornhusker players, 
aren't tossing in the towel at this early stage. In fact, they'll no doubt 
surrender their hard-won top perch—as it seems likely they will—very 
grudgingly, to say the least. 

But the fact remains that the Cornhuskers of 1964 won't resemble 
the champions of 1963, particularly at key spots like tackle, guard, 
fullback and quarterback. 

“Nobody loses tackles like Lloyd Voss, Monte Kiffin and Bob Jones 
—guards like Bob Brown and John Kirby—a fullback like Rudy John- 
son—and a quarterback like Dennis Claridge—and starts counting on 
being an improved football team,” Devaney stresses, encountering no 
arguments. 

Testifying further to the caliber of Cornhuskers now departed: 11 of 
the 13 seniors on last year’s club were drafted or signed by professional 
clubs, > 

But while the 1964 Scarlets don’t figure to challenge greatness like 
their 1963 predecessors, they do have some potential to be a good foot- 
ball team. 

On the bright side are 25 returning lettermen, including three out- 
standing» starters—tackle Larry Kramer, end Tony Jeter and half- 
back Bobby Hohn, all solid candidates for regional and national 
honors. 

With six lettered ends and six lettered halfbacks, those spots appear 
to be excellently-fortified—much stronger than last year, in fact, 

Elsewhere, it’s a case of alternate grads moving up to starting re- 
sponsibilities and sophomores taking over depth chores. 

Heavy-duty alternates on the 1963 club returning are left end Free- 
man White, left guard John Dervin, center Lyle Sittler, right guard 
Bernie McGinn, quarterback Fred Duda and fullback Bruce Smith. 

Kent McCloughan, the gold medal 220 winner in the Big 8 outdoor, 
is the most experienced hand on the squad, but it’s been at right half- 
back. He moyes to left half to bolster that spot since_right halfback 
is blessed with Hohn, one of the loop’s finest. 

Duda bears a heavy burden—succeeding Claridge, now with the 
Green Bay Packers. Fred doesn’t have Denny’s size, but he’s got 
quickness to make Devaney’s offense click. Duda, of course, filled in 
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admirably for Claridge as a soph and should be ready to solo all the 
way as a junior, 

Returning squadmen figure to help at left tackle, while sophs must 
Supply the depth at right tackle and quarterback, Walt Barnes, a 
stranger to right tackle himself, is backed up by four rookies. 

At some spots sophoméres indicated in the spring they may bump 
veterans for alternate jobs—Mike Grace at the left end, Langston Cole- 
man at right end, Bob Churchich or Wayne Weber at quarterback, 
Ron Kirkland or Kaye Carstens at left halfback, Harry Wilson at right 
halfback and Pete Tatman at fullback. 

All things considered, the 1964 Cornhuskers will have some out- 
standing individuals who will be able to supply some rousing football. 
Outright supremacy a la 1964 will be absent, but the excitement po- 
tential to be created by some eager youngsters appears promising, 

“And don’t forget the character-building, too,” Coach Devaney re- 


minds.

His Worland teams posted 80 victories against 
14 losses and two ties. Selmer’s teams won five 
state Class A titles and six district championships. 

A native of Minneapolis, Minn., he attended 
Roosevelt High School in that city but did not 
play football until he entered the University of 
Minnesota in the Navy's V-12 program in 1943. 


Selmer received his aeronautical engineering 
degree but before being commissioned an ensign 
in November, 1945, had been transferred to Notre 
Dame for his final two months of training. 


After overseas duty at Guam, he returned to fat 
the United States in 1946, Carl worked six months CARL SELMER 
as an engineer for Boeing but decided to enroll at Offensive Line 
the University of Wyoming in 1947.

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UNIVERSITY OF NEBRASKA 


Chartered on February 15, 1869, the University of Nebraska opened 
its doors to students in 1871 as one of the Land-Grant institutions 
dedicated to the extension of educational opportunity to all persons. 

It is composed of ten colleges and five schools and conducts one of 
the world’s largest extension programs. The University has three 
campuses: City and Agriculture in Lincoln, and the College of Medi- 
cine and School of Nursing in Omaha. The latter is part of a growing 
medical complex and includes the Nebraska Psychiatric Institute oper- 
ated in association with the Nebraska Welfare Department, 

The University’s current enrollment, exclusive of Extension, even- 
ing, and off-campus classes, is approximately 13,000, largest in the in- 
Stitution’s history. About 85 percent of the student body comes from 
Nebraska towns, Every state and 50 foreign countries are represented 
in the balance, ; 

As a pioneer, the University opened the first program in graduate 
instruction west of the Mississippi in the mid-1880's and before 1910 
was accorded membership in the Association of American Universities, 
One of the Nation’s ‘oldest collegiate organizations devoted to high 
scholarship and faculty excellence. Membership in the Association is 
still under 50. 

Since its first commencement in 1871, the University has conferred 
more than 70,000 degrees. Among its students have been the late 
Willa Cather, American novelist; Roscoe Pound, world authority on 
jurisprudence; and Dr. George W. Beadle, president of the University 
of Chicago and Nobel-prize-winning geneticist. The great World War 
I commander, General John J. Pershing, was a professor of military 


science at the University. ~ - et » 
During the past 10 years the University has experienced its greatest 


period of growth: 

...Since 1954 it has started and completed construction projects 
totaling more than $60 million, more than half financed without the 
use of state tax money. : 

...Its enrollment during the period has increased more than 60 
percent and since 1960 has been growing at the rate of 10 percent a 

ear, 

...Under U. S. and Turkish governmental contracts it has assisted 
with the opening of a new university at Erzurum, Turkey, and con- 
tinues to train faculty members for Turkish universities. 

...It has pioneered in educational television and established station 
KUON-TV, now at the hub of a statewide educational television net- 
work. 

... With funds contributed by the W. K. Kellogg Foundation and 
volunteer donors it constructed a $3 million Nebraska Center for Con- 
tinuing Education which has served more than 50,000 adults*with 
educational programs and conferences and inaugurated a continuing 
institute for non-college youth. 

... Through the generosity of bequests from the late A. B. Sheldon 
and his sister, the late Miss Frances Sheldon, it has opened the Sheldon 
Memorial Art Gallery, one of the finest buildings of its kind anywhere. 

... It has quadrupled the number of loans and scholarships available 
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to students, introduced a whole series of honors courses for high-po- 
tential students, and provided an expanded and centralized placement 
service for graduates. 


.,- With legislative support it has established a funded retirement 
system for faculty and staff. 

... With sponsorship from the National Science Foundation it has 
opened a unique college science teacher development program which 
enables faculty members from all Nebraska collegiate institutions to 
pursue graduate work and research at the University on full-pay leave 
from their teaching. 

... It has established a distinguished professorship program without 
state tax support to help Nebraska get and keep outstanding teachers 
and researchers, 

...It has opened a new agriculttiral field laboratory at Mead on 
8,000 acres obtained without state fund expenditures from the federal 
government. 

As a leader in the field of agricultural education and research, the 
University operates a world-famous tractor testing laboratory, has 
aided in the development of hybrid cornin cooperation with the USDA 
and other universities, and most recently, again with USDA coopera- 
tion, accomplished a-major breakthrough toward the successful pro- 
duction of hybrid wheat.

William (Bill) Haug, junior-to-be end from Minneapolis, Minn., not 
only retained his No. 1 scholar rating among Cornhusker football 
players during his sophomore’ year but managed to improve his cum- 
ulative average. 

Haug was the top student last fall, too, with a 6.414 average for his 
freshman year, Heading into his junior year, Haug has an average of 
6.650." A Business Administration student, Haug led the squad with 
a 7.286 average during the fall (football season—Orange Bowl) semes- 
ter. 

Runner-up is soph-to-be Joe Unis from Hopewell, Pa., with 6.323, 
while veteran Kent McCloughan (5.914) is third,

Dennis Claridge 1963 


Dennis Claridge capped a brilliant Nebraska athletic career by 
winning a place on the 1963 Scholastic All America team, selected 
annually by the College Sports Information Directors Association and 
the America Peoples Encyclopedia. 

It was the second successive year the Cornhuskers have earned a 
first-team berth, Jim Huge, an end on the 1962 team, won the honor 
the previous year, Fullback Don Fricke was named to the 1960 team. 

Both Claridge and Fricke are Dental College Students. 


Dennis Claridge—'Mr. Everything’ 


It will be some time before University of Nebraska football fans 
forget a dental student named Dennis Claridge. 

Darin’ Denny was Mr. Everything for the Cornhuskers during his 
three-year career as he skippered the Big Red on the return to grid- 
iron greatness in 1962 and 1963. 

With Claridge at the quarterback helm, Nebraska romped to an 8-2 
record in 1962, then won a rousing 36-34 victory over Miami in the 
Gotham Bowl—Claridge, of course, playing a major role. He was 
named All Big 8, and Big 8 “Back and Player of the Spar: and draft- 
ed (No. 3) by Packers. 

During his senior campaign, Claridge was the key takton in Ne- 
braska’s rise to Top 10 status as the Cornhuskers speared nine of 10 
regular season opponents, won their first Big 8 title since 1940, led the 
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nation in rushing offense and then defeated Auburn, 13-7, in the 
Orange Bowl. Again he was named All Big 8 by the Associated Press. 
_ Statistics tell the story of Denny Claridge—to a degree, that is. A 
fine student—he was named to the 1963 Scholastic All America first 
team—Claridge was an outstanding leader for the Cornhuskers, And 
he could play defense well, so the 1963 co-captain had all the in- 
&redients to be an outstanding football player—and he lived up to 


the billing in tremendous style. 
But back to statistics, As a junior the Robbinsdale (Minn.) Rocket 


established two Nebraska season passing records by completing 56 
aerial for_829 yards, 
. And he became the Cornhuskers’ all-time best passer by establish- 
Ing career records of 125 completions for 1,733 yards. 

Claridge also passed for 8 touchdowns during his career, He was a 
ae too, netting 624 yards for a 2.6 average during his three-year 

int. 

In total offense, Claridge averaged 4.4 yards per play, netting a 
total of 2,357 yards during his career. 

Denny's bowl record is impressive, too, In the Gotham Bowl he hit 
9 of 14 passes for 146 yards and pitched one TD strike, a PAT pass 
and ran for a two-pointer. He also intercepted a key pass to set up 
the winning tally in the 36-34 wildy.

On the second play of the game, Denny kept to his right and sprint- 
ed 68 yards to score, stiff-arming off the last pursuer at the Tiger 30. 
That was the big play as NU jumped to a 13-0 lead, enough for vic- 
tory, but Claridge wound. up with 108 yards rushing for a 7.7 average 
and hit 4 of 9 passes for 30 yards, For good measure, he punted for a 


38.3 average.

Big 8 honors. The previous year “Swanny” caught five TD passes and 
the two-year total of 14 scoring pass snares also is a Nebraska record. 

In 1921 Swanson also booted seven extra points for a season total 
of 61 points—a mark which stood as the top NU production until 1950 
when Bobby Reynolds tallied 157. 

Another Nebraska Regent, Val Peterson of Hastings, continues in 
public service after tours of duty as Nebraska Governor and United 
States Ambassador to Denmark. 

Other members of the Board of Regents are Richard EB, Adkins of 
Osmond, J. G. (Jack) Elliott of Scottsbluff, Dr. B. N. Greenberg of 
York, and J. Leroy Welsh of Omaha. 


EXPANDED STADIUM 


Nebraska’s Memorial Stadium this year has been expanded from 
31,000 to 44,500 seats in the permanent sections. With the addition of 
bleachers, capacity will be 46,500, 

The new south addition to the Stadium is the first capital improve- 
ment since it was built in 1922-23. Some 13,500 have been added to the 
south, giving Memorial Stadium a horseshoe effect. 
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TIPPY DYE-NEBRASKA'S ATHLETIC DIRECTOR 


Nebraska has risen to athletic prominence once again since Tippy 
Dye became athletic director almost three years ago. Dye quickly 
solved the Cornhusker football program by landing Bob Devaney 
and his fine staff. He has logged many hours promoting enthusiasm 
for the various Nebraska booster groups so necessary to Husker 
success, 

Success in athletics and athletic administration is no stranger to 
Dye. Prior to accepting the Nebraska position in December, 1961, Dye 
was athletic director at Wichita for three years, during which time that 
school became a national basketball power and saw its football team 
climax the 1961 season with a Sun Bowl appearance. 

During Tippy’s nine-year tenure as basketball coach at the Uni- 

versity of Washington, his team won the northern division of the 
Pacific Coast Conference six times, won two championships and cop- 
ped the Western NCAA Regional in 1953. 
- Dye was a three-sport athlete at Ohio State and 
gained numerous honors, He was an all-conference 
quarterback, all-conference and All-America in 
basketball, despite standing only 5-7 and weighing 
140 pounds, and a standout infielder on the Buck- 
eye baseball team, 

Tippy was named to the all-conference cage 
squad in 1936 and 1937, the All-America basket- 
ball team in 1937, and selected for the East-West 
Shrine football game and All Star football game 
in Chicago. He earned three letters each in base- 
‘ball, football and basketball. 

Graduating from Ohio State in 1937, Dye join- 

TIPPY DYE ed the Cincinnati Royals of the newly-formed 

Athletic Director American Football League as player-coach for the 
1937 and 1938 seasons. 

Moving to the college ranks as basketball coach and assistant foot- 
ball coach at Brown, Dye returned to Ohio State in 1942 as assistant 
coach in football and basketball. He was named head baseball coach 
in 1943 and skippered the Buckeye team to the Big 10 title. 

After serving three years in the Navy V-5 program at Chapel Hill, 
N. D., and Corpus Christi, Tex., Dye returned to Ohio State as head 
basketball coach in 1946, He concluded his stay there in 1950 by re- 
cording a 22-4 record, winning the Big 10 championship and defeating 
City College of New York 56-55, in the NCAA playoffs. 

Dye’s fellow members in the athletic profession have recognized 
his stature by naming him to key positions, He has been a member of 
the National Basketball Rules Committee, the National Basketball 
Coaches Press Relations Committee and the Ethics All-American Re- 
search Committee. Tippy was a member of the NCAA Olympie Com- 
mittee for basketball and served as team manager for the 1959 Pan- 
American games. 

The 48-year-old Nebraska director is married and he and his wife, 


Mary, have two children—Stephanie, 20. and Tippy, Jr., 19, both NU 
students.

Dennis Claridge’s 
Record 68-Yard Run 


20—So Long, Tigers — 27 —Last Grasp 
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— 1964 ORANGE BOWL GAME — 


CLARIDGE, THEISEN STAR 
AS NU CLIPS AUBURN, 13-7 


A record run by Dennis Claridge, record field goals by Dave Theisen 
and clutch defense—those were the ingredients the Nebraska Corn- 
huskers used to stop a fine Auburn team and win the 1964 Orange Bowl 
game, 13-7, 

With 72,647 fans basking in sunny, 68-degree Miami weather, the 
Huskers and the Tigers treated a national TV audience to one of the 
finest New Year’s Day bowl contests. 

The issue wasn't settled until the final minute of the game. Few of 
the more than 7,000 Nebraskans who made the trek to Miami would 

care to relive the last portion of the final quarter again. 

Jimmy Sidle, Auburn’s All America quarterback and a gem this 

day, passed the Tigers to the NU 18—and with Nebraska leading 13-7, 
the spectre of Auburn gaining the tying TD and winning the game 
with a kick converted the colorful Orange Bow! into a slant pressure- 
cooker, 
“ Nebruska’s defense was put to an even tougher test. Co-captain John 
Kirby tossed Sidle for a one-yard loss. Then two straight Sidle passes 
were broken up by Dick Callahan and Bruce Smith—but Nebraska was 
called for pass interference on the five, However, a motion penalty 
against Auburn nullified the play and it was again third down at the 
NU 18 with only a minute and a half left to play. 

Sidle fired again—and hit halfback George Rose with a 7-yard strike 
over the middle, safety-man Callahan hauling him down on the 11, 

Fourth down... a hush settled over the throng as Sidle awaited 
the snap, The outcome of an afternoon of exciting, bruising football 
was to be settled in the next instant. 

Sidle retreated, then shot a bullet toward fullback Doc Griffith 
crossing the middle. There to deflect the ball were linebackers Kirby 
and Bruce Smith. 

Nebraska players danced and hugged each other, their fans cheered 
—then fell back limp, The Cornhuskers ran out the clock, aided by 
a key third down plunge of seven yards by Rudy Johnson, and racked 
up their second consecutive post-season victory and closed their finest 
campaign since 1903, 

The heart-stopping final quarter’ Was in direct contrast to the early 
portion of the game in which the Cornhuskers threatened to run 
Auburn out of the park, 

Orange Bowl patrons barely had time to regain their seats after the 
National Anthem and the tribute to President Kennedy before Ne- 
braska unleashed the shocker of the day. 

On the second play after the kickoff, Claridge sent Willie Ross in 
motion to his left, took the handoff and sprinted to his right. All Amer- 
ica guard Bob Brown proceeded to drive his target eight yards down 
the field, while All Big 8 tackle Lloyd Voss, stopped short and peeled 
back with a crunching block. Result; a gapping hole in the Auburn 
line and through it tore Claridge. 
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Denny sprinted to the Auburn side of the field, then hoisted full 
sail. At the Tiger 30, an Auburn defender challenged—but Claridge 
planted a stiff-arm and brushed the would-be tackler off and coasted 
into the end zone, 

It was a record 68-yard run and when Theisen kicked the point Ne- 
braska had a 7-0 lead with 13:47 left in the first quarter. 

The Cornhuskers threw another bomb four plays later, but what 
might have been an obliterating explosion became a dud by the 
tiniest margin. 

Forcing a Tiger punt, after Tony Jeter—the game’s defensive stand- 
out—blitzed Sidle for a third-down loss, Nebraska this time turned 
loose the smallest member of a giant football team. 

Little Frankie Solich, a 5-6 sophomore flyer, gathered in the Auburn 
punt at the NU 20, sprinted straight ahead, angled to his left and saw 
teammate Bobby Hohn toss a crumpling block. Solich darted to the 
sideline, gunned to the*Tiger 30 where he got another key block and 
then whistled into the end zone for what 72,647 fans and both teams 
thought was an 80-yard touchdown gallop. 

But back on the NU 42, an official pointed to the sideline—and ruled 
Solich had ruffled the chalk, So excitement was all the sensational 
return netted the Cornhuskers. ; 

However, NU did march to the Auburn 14 from where Theisen boot- 
ed a 3l-yard field goal with 5:26-left in the quarter. Dave’s kick was 
also a record, bettering the 22-yard kick set by Tennessee’s Bowden 
Wyatt against Oklahoma in 1939. 

It wasn’t long before Theisen got a chance to challenge his newly- 
established record, On the first play of the second quarter, Rose 
fumbled Claridge’s punt at the Tiger 25 and Jeter surrounded the ball 
at the 22. 

A Claridge-to-Jeter pass in the end zone just missed and Auburn 
stiffened, So on fourth down, Theisen zeroed in from the 26-yard line 
and bulls-eyed, giving Nebraskava 13-0 lead with 13:05 left in the half. 

Except for one Auburn series in the third quarter, the rest of the 
action centered around rugged defensive play—Auburn slowly re- 
gaining momentum, Nebraska grudginly switching from explosive 
command to desperate defense as the Huskers fought furiously to fend 
off the onrushing Tigers. 

Sidle put Auburn solidly back into contention and set the stage for 
the frenzied finish late in the third period. He passed to the NU 13, 
then circled his own left end off the shot-gun formation for the Tiger 
touchdown—the only time all season an opponent scored a TD on Ne- 
braska during the third quarter. 

After that it was a titantic defensive struggle, with the Cornhuskers 
finally stopping Sidle to gain the coveted Orange Bow] trophy.

Columbia, Mo. (Nov. 2)—With old rivals Nebraska and Missouri 
staging an epic struggle in the finest tradition of the Big 8, the Corn- 
huskers hung on for a 13-12 victory and a solid lead in the conference 
race. 

Seeking revenge for the 16-7 defeat at Lincoln the previous fall, 
Coach Devaney’s Cornhuskers roared 76 yards in 11 plays to score 
after taking the opening kickoff. 

Missouri took advantage of a poor punt by Dennis Claridge, playing 
on a not-yet-healed sprained ankle, and a 29-yard pass to set up a 
tying touchdown on the first play of the second quarter. Tiger full- 
back Otto was hit hard and fumbled, but the ball bounced around 
the end zone where teammate Boston recovered. The kick was no 
good and Nebraska had a 7-6 lead which held up until the nail-biting 
final period. 

Nebraska started a 79-yard drive late in the third quarter and Rudy 
Johnson plunged over from the one with 5:47 gone in the fourth. A 
penalty nullified his kick and NU held a precarious 13-6 lead. 
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On the second play after the ensuing kickoff, Tiger quarterback Lane 
hit Boston with a 53-yard TD pass-run to make it 13-12. Missouri 
courageously spurned the idea of kicking the point for a tie and the 
two-point try was almost a success—but Husker Bruce Smith made 
a diving block of Lane’s pass to save the slim margin.

Lincoln, Neb, (Nov. 9)—In 1962 Nebraska bombed Kansas, 40-16, 
and. the Jayhawks wanted revenge against the league-leading Hus- 
kers. And they came close to getting it before the Scarlets pulled 
away in the final quarter for a 23-9 win. 

Two jarring tackles in the first quarter got the Huskers off, 10-0. 
Following the first KU fumble, Dave Theisen kicked a 28-yard field 
80al. NU co-captain John Kirby forced another fumble on the follow- 
ing kickoff and Fred Duda—Claridge was injured and out of action 
—took'the Huskers in to score, going the final seven yards for the 
TD himself. 

Duff kicked a 26-yard field goal for KU early in the second quarter 
and it stayed 10-3 until the fourth quarter, although Nebraska just 
missed a TD on_the last play of the first half. Duda hit Dick Callahan 
With a 4l-yard pass to the KU 5, but the Husker quarterback was 
Stopped on the one as the half ended. 

On the third play of the final quarter, Theisen punted dead on the 
KU one, and Husker fans breathed easy—the Jayhawks were really 
bottled up! 

But on the next play, All America halfback Gale Sayers cut around 
left end, side-stepped one tackler, sprinted away from two others and 
tore down the west sidelines to score—a Big 8 record: 99-yard TD run. 
Kansas went for the tie, but Duff's kick was no good and that was 
as close as the Jayhawks were to get. 

Nebraska took the kickoff and roared 75 yards if 12 plays, with 
Willie Ross going the last eight yards to make it 17-9. And on the first 
Play after the kickoff, Bobby Hohn picked off a Steve Renko pass and 
ran 53 yards to score.

- . NEBRASKA 29, OKLAHOMA 20 


Lincoln, Neb, (Nov. 23)—The United States and the world were in 
mourning, The preceeding day, President John F. Kennedy had been 
assassinated in Dallas. Nebraskans and Oklahomans joined the mourn- 
ing over the heart-breaking tragedy. What of the Big 8 championship 
football game? 

Friday night, University officers and officials in both states, con- 
ferred at length. They were counselled by the NCAA and the Big 8 
officials. Neither state nor school wanted to play the game because 
of the national tragedy—but Oklahoma had a game the following 
week, and Orange Bowl officials were on hand and needed to know 
about a representative, the game was a sell-out and thousands of 
people had travelled into Lincoln, TV staffs were on hand. 

Finally, late Friday night, it was the decision of all officials con- 
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cerned that the game be played, However, all pre-planned festivities 
were cancelled and the huge crowd stood in silent tribute to President 
Kennedy prior to the kickoff. Flags were at half-mast. 

Nebraska thoroughly shocked the powerful Sooners, 5-0 in loop 
play and 7-1 for the season. It was 17-0 in the fourth quarter, and 
29-7 with two minutes left in the game before the Sooners battled 
back to make the final score 29-20. 

Dave Theisen’s 27-yard field goal got the Huskers going in the first 
Quarter. Nebraska made it 10-0 in the third period on Rudy Johnson’s 
10-yard run, capping a 69-yard drive with the second half kickoff. A 
fumble recovery on the OU 29 set up the next NU score, Claridge 
Scoring from the one. 

After Oklahoma scored on a 22-yard pass from Fletcher to Flynn, 
Theisen intercepted a Sooner pass on the OU 36 and ran to the 15, 
Four plays later Kent McCloughan scored and it was 23-7 with 7:15 
left in the game. On the first play after the kickoff, McCloughan 
grabbed another Sooner pass and Willie Ross dashed 19-yards to the 
one, setting up’a Duda dive to make it 29-7 with 5:43 left. 

Oklahoma refused to quit and after a Husker fumble, the Sooners 
cashed in with a 27-yard TD run by Skidgel with 1:59 left. Another 
NU fumble set the stage for Pannell’s 26-yard pass to Skidgel for 
the final tally with :42 seconds left. 

Nebraska had held OU All America fullback Jim Grisham to 16 
yards and blunted the No. 2 rushing offense in the country, allowing 
only 98 yards. Meanwhile, the No. 1 rushing Huskers chalked up 194 
yards and had a final yardage edge of 254-213. 

With the victory came the invitation from the Orange Bowl Com- 
mittee to be the Big 8 representative in Miami on New Year’s Day. 

Nebraska, 9-1 for the season, 7-0 in the Big 8, was booked to meet 
a fine Auburn team. ;

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NEBRASKA DEFENSE AGAINST 
OU BEST IN 50 YEARS?

In nearly 50 years of following University of Nebraska football, I 
can recall no finer defensive performance than displayed in the first 
three quarters of Saturday’s 29-to-20 victory over Oklahoma, 

During those 45 minutes-and-31 seconds into the fourth quarter the 
Huskers decisively shackled the Sooners while gathering a 17-to-0 
advantage. 

Considering that Oklahoma was second only to Nebraska on the 
national rushing chart, the Scarlet feat will go down as one of the 
great football achievements in history. 

During the three periods Nebraska held the nationally-ranked Soon- 
ers, owning the second-best rushing offensive in the nation, to: 

—Two first downs (Nebraska made 13), 

—Forty yards rushing (Nebraska gained 163). 

—No yards passing (Nebraska gained 41). = 

—Thirty-two scrimmage plays not including punts 
(Nebraska got in 64).

75th SEASON — TIME TO RECALL 
GREAT MOMENTS 


It all started with student enthusiasm—Cornhusker football, that 
is. And as Nebraska moves into its 75th gridiron campaign, few will 
debate the fact that the most cohesive element in the state’s long 
history has been its Cornhusker football team. 

Today the Cornhusker spirit, rekindled anew the past two years, 
burns as brightly as it ever did in the early 1900s, the glorious 1920s, 
and the rousing Rose Bowl era. 

Urged by the campus newspaper, the Hesperian Student, pressure 
for a Nebraska football team began to build in the mid-1880s. Then 
came the Gay 90s—and Nebraska football. 

Husker historians, Gregg McBride and Fred Ware of the Omaha 
World Herald, report in their “Fifty Years of Football,” which was 
printed in 1940, that there was an Indian scare near Pine Ridge on 
November 28, 1890. On that same day in Omaha, Cornhusker tradi- 
tion was born with a 10-0 victory over the challenging Omaha YMCA, 

Nebraska’s team was known as the “Old Gold Knights,” and was 
later to be tabbed “Rattlesnake Boys,” “Antelopes,” and “Bugeaters,” 
before long-time Lincoln Star sports editor Cy Sherman identified - 
them for all time as the Cornhuskers in 1900. 

The Husker colors—Scarlet and Cream—were adopted in 1892, the 
year of the first “training table.” The following year Frank Crawford 
came to Nebraska from Yale for $500 and Nebraska had its first paid 
coach, 

From this humble beginning, rose the famed Cornhusker legend— 
Walter (Bummy) Booth’s back-to-back coaching miracles in 1902 and 
1903 (the great Fielding Yost. had a one-year record of 7-4 in 1898), 
the “King” Cole era which kept Nebraska growing until] the arrival 
of the “Stiehm Roller.” 

E. O. (Jumbo) Stiehm came ta Nebraska in 1911 and when he de- 
parted after the 1915 season Nebraska had hit the big-time. The 
“Stiehm Roller,” achieved 35 victories and three ties in four years. 
Players? Dick Rutherford, Max Towle, Vic Halligan, Len Purdy, Ted 
Riddell, Owen Frank, Sylvester Shonka and Hall of Famer Guy 
Chaniberlin to mention a few. In 1913 and 1915 the “Roller” was un- 
beaten, the high spot, perhaps, a 20-19 defeat of Notre Dame in 1915. 

In the early 1920s, it was the Fred Dawson era, as the Cornhuskers 
either won or shared Missouri Valley titles three of four years—and 
mighty Notre Dame fell to the Huskers in 1922 and 1923, the latter 
game robbing the Irish of a perfect season. More familiar names— 
Clarence Swanson, Andy Schoeppel, Bub Weller, Adolph Wenke, Dave 
Noble, Joy Berquist, Verne Lewellen, Ed Weir, Leo Scherer and 
many more contributed to the legend. 

Memorial Stadium, one of the grandest structures of its type in the 
midlands at that time, was started in 1922 and dedicated in 1923. 

Ernie Bearg followed Dawson and the Huskers won 23 and tied 3 
in 33 games, . 

* Then came the little man with the gentle voice and flowing phrases 
—and a remarkable familiarity with victory. Dana Xenophon Bible,

shy of hair but endowed with business sense and coaching genius, 
arrived to give Nebraska additional prestige and top-flight schedules. 

During Bible’s eight seasons Nebraska won 50, lost 15 and tied 5— 
and won six Big Six titles, twice gaining three straight championships. 
Remember names like George Sauer, Bernie Masterson, Ray Richards, 
Lawrence Ely, Elmer Dohrmann, Fred Shirey, Ted Doyle, Charley 
Brock, Lloyd Cardwell, Sam Francis and the others? 

When Texas summoned Bible, “D, X.” recommended Maj. Lawrence 
McCeney Jones as a successor and the former Army and Oklahoma 
coach continued the climb up the greatness trail. 

“Biff’s” Huskers won the Big Six in 1937, beating Minnesota for 
the first time in 24 years enroute . And in 1938 Biff began construc- 
tion of a team that two years later would win the Big Six, rank in 
the Top 10 of the nation and meet Stanford in a historic Rose Bowl 
game. Herm Rohrig, Roy Petsch, Harry Hopp, “Butch” Luther, War- 
ren Alfson, Forest Behm, Vike Francis, Ed Schwartzkopf, Allen Zik- 
mund were some of the sophomores who rose to glory under Jones, 

Then came the war and a steady decline of fortunes as youngsters 
had to carry the load. After the war a number of fine coaches tried 
their hand—Bernie Masterson, George (Potsy) Clark, J. William (Bill) 
Glassford, Pete Elliott and Bill Jennings—at restoration of Nebraska's 
stature, 

Each contributed great moments to the Cornhusker legend, Glass- 
ford’s 1950 club featured a spectacular offense led by sophomore All 
America Bobby Reynolds and his 1955 team played mighty Ohio State 
to a standstill before falling 28-20. Few thrills will equal the joy in 
Huskerland when Jennings-coached teams upset the likes of Penn 
State, Pittsburgh, Texas and Army. Never-to-be-forgotten: the 1959 
game with Oklahoma as the Sooners had their 74-game conference 
victory streak snapped, 25-21. * - 

There were other outstanding players in this era, too—Don Stras- 
heim, Jack Pesek, Tom Novak, Carl Samuelson, Sam Vacanti, Jerry 
Minnick, John Bordogna, Fran Nagle, the Fischers—Cletus, Kenny, 
Rex and Pat—Don Erway, Harry Tolly, Jerry Brown, Don Fricke, 
Mick Tingelhoff and ever so many others. 

Finally there came 1962 and the dramatic debut of Bob Devaney 
who was to put Nebraska atop the Big 8 in 1963. With stars like Dennis 
Claridge, Bill (Thunder) Thornton, Willie Ross, Rudy Johnson, Bob 
Brown, Lloyd Voss, Dwain Carlson, John Kirby, Monte Kiffin, Bob 
Jones, Tyrone Robertson, Jim Huge, Larry Tomlinson, Kent McCloug- 
han, Bobby Hohn and a great many more, Devaney led the Corn- 
huskers to a two-year record of 19-3-0, two post-season victories and 
the finest winning percentage since the “Stiehm Roller” era. 

Thus, the Cornhuskers move into the 1964 season and their 75th 
Campaign since that humble beginning as Big 8 Conference Champions 
—appropriate stature, indeed, for a school which has contributed so 


much to the intercollegiate football history of the midlands and the 
nation,

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HUSKERS LEAD NATION 
IN RUSHING OFFENSE 


Nebraska combined a bruising ground-attack and a stubborn de- 
fense enroute to a 9-1 record and the Big 8 championship in 1963. 


The Cornhuskers led the nation in rushing offense with a 262.6 
average — the first time a Nebraska team has captured the No. 1 spot 
in a major team statistical division — and ranked No. 8 in total of- 
fense with a 347.6 average. 

Defensively, the Scarlets ranked 11th in rushing by holding op- 
ponents to an average of 99.9 yards (new school record) and 16th in 
total repulses with a 212.0 average. 

Nebraska also ranked No. 5 in scoring (26.0 average) and No, 8 in 
punt return defense (5.0 average). 


Rudy Johnson, NU’s top rusher, ranked 36th with 573 yards and 
a 6.3 average. = 


JUMBO STIEHM, DEVANEY 
LEAD CORNHUSKER COACHES 


E, O. (Jumbo) Stiehm and Robert S. (Bob) Devaney are the coach- 
ing leaders at Nebraska—Stiehm, the toast of the early days; Devaney 
the modern era’s chief victor. 

Stiehm’s record from 1911 through 1915 was 35-2-3 for .913. De- 
vaney’s runner-up percentage is .864, with a 19-3-0 record, 

In third place is Walter C. (Bummy) Booth, whose teams had a 52- 
8-1 mark for .854 from 1900 through 1905. 


Other Nebraska coaches with percentages of .700 or above have been 
E. N. Robinson (1896-1897) .700; W. C. (King) Cole (1907-1910) 736; 
E, J. (Doc) Stewart (1916-1917) .733; Fred T, Dawson (1921-1924) 757; 
Ernest E. Bearg (1925-1928) .761; and Dana X. Bible (1929-1936) .743. 


McCLOUGHAN TOP VET 


Kent McCloughan, senior halfback from Broken Bow, is the most 
experienced hand on the Husker squad with 560 minutes logged dur- 
Ing two seasons. 

Runner-up is All America tackle candidate Larry Kramer with 468, 
followed by senior center Lyle Sittler with 313 and junior end Tony 
Jeter with 299, 

Bolstered by McCloughan’s shift from right halfback, the left half- 
back spot is the most experienced with 799 minutes. Next: left tackle 
with 529, right end 514, right halfback 359, fullback 338, left guard 303, 


center 301, left end 284, right guard 235, quarterback 215 and right 
tackle 109.

Unanimous choices tabbed by the No. 5-ranked Huskers were Okla- 
homa “fullback Jim Grisham, Minnesota tackle Carl Eller and two 
members of the fine Auburn team which fell, 13-7, to Nebraska in the 
Orange Bowl—All America quarterback Jimmy Sidle and end How- 
ard Simpson. 

Oklahoma, Kansas and Air Force also landed a pair of representa- 
lives on the All Opponent team, 

In addition to All American Jim Grisham, the Huskers named 
Sooner tackle Ralph Neely—also an All American—While Kansas 
Supplied All American halfback Gale Sayers and end Mike Shinn. 

Testifying to the impression the underdog—but highly effective— 
Air Force line made on the Cornhuskers, who led the nation in rush- 
ing offense, is the fact that both guard spots were won by Falcons. 
Tom Gorges and Tom Jagerson of the Air Force—only team to defeat 
Nebraska in 11 games—led the balloting over a fine field. 

Rounding out the first team are Iowa State’s All American halfback

22ND CAGE COACH 


Joe Cipriano is Nebraska's 22nd basketball coach since Frank 
Lehmer first took the Husker cage reigns in 1897—and posted a 14-0 
record in two seasons. 

Another successful NU basketball coach was Sam Waugh—13-1 for 
the 1915-16 season—who rose to fame in the banking world, serving 
4 few years ago as president of the Export-Import Bank. 
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
